plete data for the years 19 27 and 
19 28 indicate that agricultural pro­ 
duction 
is 
still 
increasing 
a t 
a 
rate more rapid than the ra te of| 
increase in our population. These 
facts, together with evidence that 
population growth is slowing up, 
are 
cited 
by 
Dr. 
O. 
E. 
Bak er, 
economist in the U. S. departm ent 
of agriculture, in support of his 
belief that the welfare of agricul­ 
tu re necessitates careful consider­ 
ation 
of any proposals involving 
an increase in crop acreage. 
It 
should not be necessary, he be­ 
lieves, 
to 
expand 
the 
net 
farm 
area of the nation during the next 
decade. 
"N early all the 
req uisite 
In­ 
crease in our crop acreage,” he 
says, “could be obtained by culti­ 
vating the crop land tha t is now 
idle in farms.

cusable. 
No one. Dr. Bak er re­ 
mark s, could have 
foreseen 
the 
coming of the automobile and the 
tractor, which has released a large 
am ount of land formerly req uired 
to feed horses and mules, nor the 
increasing production of milk and 
m eat per unit of feed consumed 
by the farm anim als; nor did a ny­ 
one -ealize the influence of shifts 
from less productive 
to more pro­

The book is dedicated to Profes­ 
sor Adler. 
The thesis of the author is that 
the 
pomp 
and 
glory 
of 
Louis’ 
reign was largely due to his sup­ 
pression 
as 
a 
child 
and 
youth. 
Cardinal Mazarin and his mother, 
who were lovers, suppressed and 
neglected the young dauphin. F ur ­ 
thermore the rising of the nobles 
in 
the 
revolution 
called 
the 
Fronde, contends Mr. Huddleston, 
accentuated 
the 
inferiority 
feel­ 
ing 
developed 
In 
him 
by 
his 
guardians, 
so 
that, 
when 
power 
finally came 
into 
his 
hands 
his 
one object was to impress every­ 
one with his importance. 
All the 
world has heard of the silly cere­ 
monials of the Louis XIV court as 
well as the grandeur of his reign. 
His wars, his vast building proj­ 
ects, 
notably
